Editorial 
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THE HEAT I$ OWN 


As we move into the summer months and temperatures start 
to rise, the issue of home games being played later in the 
day is bound to arise again. As in previous seasons, Perth 
Glory have put back the kickoff time by one hour, to make 
a 5:00pm start instead of 4:00pm. But as Perth residents 
are aware, the thermometer at that time can still be 
hovering well above 30 degrees. Unfortunately, that is the 
latest possible starting time at Perth Oval that wl guarantee 
a finish in daylight. 


Even with a 5:00pm kickoff, with 90 minutes, halftime 
and a bit of stoppage time, it would be close to 7:00pm 
when the match finished. Add to that a late start, a few 
goals and maybe a couple of injuries, together with an 
‘overcast day, as was the case on a couple of occasions 
last season, and it could be quite a 
gloomy finish, So, despite the 
continual flow of suggestions from 
some quarters that games kick off 
later than 5:00pm, a later start 
doesn't appear to be an option 


Unless of course, the game is played 
under lights. In which case the 
spotlight falls onto the WACA 
Ground and Subiaco Oval. Well, 
the WACA can be crossed off the list 
immediately as the bulk of the NSL 
season is played during the cricket 
season and there's no way the 
temporary stands would be allowed 
‘on the WACA during the cricket 
season. Nor would the curator be 
able to continually bring the surface 
up to scratch for the cricket. Also 
many players complained about the 
hardness of the centre wicket area in 
lost years' finals games in May = in 
January and February it would be

Perth Glory skipper Gareth Noven agreed, saying it was 
tough but there wasn't an option. 


"Obviously we'd like to be playing in cooler conditions," he 
said, "but it's bad luck, that's the way it goes, you know," 


"Unless you play later and put lights up, that's the only way. 
Or you can move to a different ground but | think Perth Oval 
is the home of Perth Glory." 


Some high-profile NSL coaches have even suggested in pas! 
seasons that the games should not go ahead in such 
temperatures, a notion Naven refutes. 


"We've been doing it for four or five years now and | 
don't think it really enters into the players’ minds 
anymore," he said. 


"K's just part and parcel of the 
national league, It's got to be a 
summer sport because you've got lo 
be in conjunction with the European 
season and unfortunately we haven't 
got lights so we'll just Weve fo deal 
with it." 

It has also been put forward that it 
disadvantages visitors to Perth Oval 
because the Glory should be 
acclimatised to such heat. 


"The first wo years we weren't [ull 
time and we used to train at sixthirly, 
seven o'clock at night," Naven said, 
"and we still had to face the heat on 
a Sunday afternoon so | really dismiss 
that sort of theory." 


"Obviously now that we're fulltime, 
we do train in the four o'clock sun 
but, you know, I don't think you ever 
get accustomed to the heat. If it's ho 
it's hot and you've got to strugyle 


like playing on a skating rink and ii i through it. The coaches may think 
there'd likely be all” sorts of playing mn gee col on oveneae RAH k's 
terrible injuries cooler more mind over mate.”

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In 1960 South Melbourne Hellas - formed the previous year from an amalgamation of three clubs - won 
the Victorian first division (north) championship at just their first attempt. They were soon promoted to 
the Victorian state league first divison, and by the time the NSL started in 1977, the club had won the 
Victorian major title seven times, 


HISTORY 


After an overall slow first eight years in the NSL, 
Souths won the 1984 championship, winning out 
in a two-legged grand final 4-2 on aggregate over 
Sydney Olympic. A grand final victory again 
ensued in 1990/91 with a win on penalties over 
the Melbourne Knights. And in the two most recent 
seasons, Souths secured their third and fourth 
championships with grand final wins over Carlton 
(2-1) in 1997/98 and Sydney United (3-2) in 
1998/99.

Angie Postecoglou knows just one club. He has played only with South 
Melbourne - in junior, state and national league teams, and now coaches 
the club. 


South Melbourne have won four championships; in 1984, 1990/91, 

Born: Melbourne 1997/98 and 1998/99, and Postecoglou played significant roles in all 

August 27 1965 four grand finals. When Souths won the big one in 1984 - against Sydney 
Olympic - defender Postecoglou was the youngest in the Souths team. In the 

club's second championship succeas='He 1990/91 grand final victory cher Melsoutne Knights - Postacoglou 

led the team as captain. And of course the previous two championships - 1997/98 (2-1 grand final win over 

Carlton) and 1998/99 (3-2 over Sydney United), he led the way as coach. 


At age 34, Postecoglou is the youngest of the current NSL coaches. After working in an assistant coaching 
role at Souths from 1993, he secured the club's top job after Frank Arok left with three games to go in the 
1995/96 season, Postecoglou's current coaching record of 57 wins from 103 games, including two 
championships, makes him one of the most successful coaches in the history of the NSL. Nearly 200 coaches 
have entered the NSL coaching fray since the league kicked off in 1977, and Postecoglou is one of only 
eight (excluding caretaker coaches) who have managed to win more than half their games (another one of 
the eight just happens to be Bernd Stange). To think of how much the man has achieved despite not yet 
turning 35, one wonders what the limit is for one Angie Postecolgou.
